Blocky Form First Requirement—Good beef type at once at- 
tracts your attention because of its blockiness. A good beef type, 
in addition, should be short legged, symmetrical, and smooth, with 
the top and underline straight and the fore and rear quarters of 
approximately the same size or balanced. When looking at the calf 
from the rear, the back should be even in its width, although width 
of back and depth of body will improve with proper feeding. Wide, 
coarse shoulders, rough 
hooks, a slack forerib, and a 
narrow rump ordinarily will 
become more pronounced as 
the animal becomes fatter, as 
will also a low back and a 
poor underline. In the final 
analysis, a smooth, stylish 
calf with no one or two out- 
standing defects will make 
usually the most satisfactory 
beef animal when finished. 

Quality Calves Feed Out 
Best—-Quality is shown by 
the general appearance of the 
animal—coarse or fine—the 
evidences of breeding, the 
thickness and texture of the 
hide, the size of the shanks 
and horns, and a fine and 
mossy coat of hair. Quality, 
to the extent of being deli- 
cate, is not wanted. Such 
animals are usually hard to 
feed. However, there is a 
middle ground and most feed- 
ers are particularly careful b

phi August, September calves. Shorthorn—May, June, and July 
calves. 

Range Calves—Each year more counties are buying range 
calves for baby beef club work. There are a number of arguments 
in favor of range calves which, in the writer’s opinion, are over- 
looked both by the club leader and the club members. It is true 
that the calves are weaned by the time they reach the feeder, and 
it goes without saying that 
the man at home who pro- 
duces quality cattle and wish- 
es to dispose of them to club 
members should be given an 
opportunity to do so before 
range calves are considered 
seriously. On the other hand, 
baby beef club work in Iowa, 
at least, is growing to such 
proportions that in some com- 
munities it is out of the ques- 
tion to supply the wants of 
club members locally. Pure 
bred bull calves, which should 
be grown out and used to im- 
prove the grade herds of the 
state, are bought at long fig- 
ures and castrated. Too of- 
ten, I am sorry to. say, the 
initial cost makes it impos- 
sible for the calf to pay out 
on a strictly commercial 
basis; and, were it not for the 
liberal prizes offered, the 
club member would lose 
money on his feeding opera- 


about the “handling quality” 
—a loose and mellow hide. 


as evidence of a good feeder. 
An animal of good quality not only will present a much neater and 
trimmer appearance when finished, but usually will make faster 
and more economical gains. 

Beware of Extremely Wild Calves—There a few calves, if they 
are handled quietly, which will not become perfectly docile after a 
few months’ careful handling. However, a calf with a quiet dispo- 
sition is the better feeder ordinarily, other things being equal. The 
nervous calf runs off too much flesh. The carriage of the head and 
ears is a fairly reliable index of the disposition. 

Steer calves usually sell and do better than heifer calves.

Well-bred range calves 
can be bought at market pric- 
es and usually are uniform in 
type and quality and in their inherent ability to convert feeds into 
beef. Such being the case, all the feeders in a club are put on an 
equal footing; and the boy or girl who does the best work, barring 
accidents, will be the winner. 

Baby beef club work calls for a great deal of time and expense, 
if calves are bought in small numbers; and the expense of trucking 
30 to 75 miles is no small item. These matters are quite often over- 
looked although they should, properly, be charged against the calf. 

Quite often people object to range calves because of the club 
member having no choice in regard to breed. Most boys and girls 
have breed preferences, and they should have them; but, it seems 
to me, at least, Herefords, for instance, could be fed one year; and, 
if another breed is desired, Shorthorns could be fed the next year 
and Aberdeen-Angus calves the next. Such a plan, it seems, should 
be a way out of the difficulty.

WANT TO CONTRACT AN EXTRA GOOD 
LOAD OF STEER CALVES FOR FALL DELIVERY? 

Where is that pessimist whose ambition is to tear down the 
future for the beef cattle industry? Just stop to think, already 
inquiries are at this office asking for carloads of extra good steers 
to be contracted for fall delivery. These gentlemen who want the 
good ones are aware of the fact that there is not going to be a 
sufficient number of good calves to meet the demand, hence they 
are getting connected early, apparently to avoid the rush and to 
be assured that they will have an ample supply of the right kind 
of calves. Those desiring to get in touch with parties wishing such 
early arrangements will please communicate with the Journal of- 
fice. On the other hand those desiring to contract early for fall 
delivery will kindly communicate with this office also. It will be 
a mighty fine thing to get this season’s crop contracted far in ad- 
vance of delivery date. 

In face of such strong demand at this early date it begins to 
look much like this will be a good year to lay the foundation for a 
good herd of Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle. Farmers who feed 
a load of cattle annually are fast turning to pure bred foundation 
material from which to grow their own feeders. Prices are good 
on the market, and corn must find a way to market other than 
through a nice clean box car, it will needs ride to market on foot 
if a fair margin is to be realized from its production. Good even 
cattle at the market places attract attention and usually bring top 
prices, especially is this true if they be of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed. There is but one real sensible way for the corn belt farmer 
to procure these feeders worth the money and that is to own the 
cows and breed the calves on their own farms. In this the crop may 
usually be well regulated as to time of calving, and through the 
use of good smooth, lowset, mellow coated bulls of good type and 
conformation these calves are more nearly apt to be of the kind 
that will feed out to an even bloom than should it be necessary to 
pick the load up here and there, such calves having come from a 
diversity of types in both dams and sires. 

A careful reflection on these things tends to direct thinking 
businesslike farmers to the conclusion that a reasonably good price 
may well be paid for a pure bred registered cow from which to 
grow steers for the market. The Journal believes that cows used

I started him on a 
ration of corn, oats and molasses feed, later 
adding oil meal and barley.

All to- 
gether I won $80.00 in prize money and two 
gold watches. This was my first trip to the 
International and I enjoyed it very much. 

I am feeding calves again this year and 
expect to take them to the International.

“‘Alec’? Wins Denver Sweepstakes 


You will be surpris- 
ed, I am sure, at the 
above title. We don’t 
usually throw goals 
with steers, but per- 
haps my little story 
will make it clear. 

In the closing of our 
steer feeding experl- 
ences of 1925, my 
brothers and I found 
ourselves aboard the 
Santa Fe train out of 
Chicago; leaving be- 
h'nd us the experiences 
of first time exhibitors 
at the greatest show in 
the world—the Interna- 
tion Live Stock Exposi- 
tion; and taking home 
with us the impressions 
gained in that great 


show, together with the 
educational tours of the 
city as members of the 4-H club Congress. 

The great problem that confronted us was 
not when the train was due home, but rath- 
er that of whether within our father’s herd 
of registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle there 
could be found a group of steers of such 
quality and conformation that combined 
with the careful attention and feed we in- 
tended to give them would worthily follow 
the awards of the 1925 trio. 

In selecting the material for our new 
“team,” we were all very much impressed 
with the unusual excellence of a certain 
calf, and, after carefully going over the rest 
of the prospects, my brothers very gener- 
ously allowed me the chance to become the 
owner of this calf. 

A little later in starting than the previous 
year, weighing them in on the 3rd of Jan- 
uary, 1926, with three junior yearlings and 
two senior calves. We all settled down to 
the long, steady grind of “training” for the 
contests. Putting the calves on a diet table 
consisting of corn chop, bran and oil meal; 
to be later supplemented with Blackstrap 
molasses and crushed oats, these hopes be- 
gan to be worked into form, although due 
to the late start it might be feared they 
would be lacking in speed. 

The first game was at the North Central 
Kansas Free Fair, where among some 20 
steers he won the Grand Champion Rosette. 

The next experience was at the Kansas 
Free Fair, at Topeka, where my calf placed 
5th in club division and helped win first in 
county group of five steers. He won 4th in 
the open classes and helped win 2nd group 
of three steers. 

At Hutchinson he played up to 2nd prize 
Jr. yearling Aberdeen-Angus and reserve 
champion Aberdeen-Angus in the club de- 
partment. My brother Lester winning the 
Grand Championship and again Alec helped 
to win the county group of five. In the 
open classes he was 2nd Jr. yearling and 
again a member of the 2nd prize steer herd. 
_ We then returned home to train until the 
Kansas National at Wichita, where I still 
had to play below the top, my brother Les- 
ter again winning Ist and Grand Champion- 
ship and my sister Fay placing her calf 2nd, 
while Crestview Alic 2d was third. In the 
open classes he won 2nd, Lester winning 1st 


and champion Aberdeen-Angus with Crest- 
view Roland 2nd, In both club and open 
classes we won first on group of three 
steers. 

The team was next piloted to the Amer- 
ican Royal to meet the strongest competi- 
tion possible in the middle west. In the 
club division Lester again scored lst and 
champion Aberdeen-Angus, while my place 
was 2nd. Now the critical moment had ar- 
rived. Lester was selling his champion and 
the calf we had all felt might some day 
stand forth as a sensational “player” would 
have to be led through the ring with no 
laurels won. 

Then fathers advice came into play. He’d 
been watching the calf all along and at this 
time when I turned to him he said, “Its a 
long throw from Kansas City to Denver but 
you might score a field goal. Make the 
try:” 

So home again. More feed, water, and 
exercise. Alec was getting better all the 
time, until mid-winter came and through a 
steady blow of snow he was marched to the 
station where a comfortably bedded box 
car was waiting to take him and ten other 
Aberdeen-Angus steers, bulls and heifers 
to the Western National Live Stock Show at 
Denver. The rest of the story is all so 
fresh in the minds of the readers of the 
J@aurnal that I will not tire them with a 
repetition. Only this may I say the thrill 
I felt at his winnings on foot became even 
greater when I learned that he had really 
won the Grand Championship in the carcass 
contest and thereby had earned himself the 
distinction of being Sweepstakes steer of 
the 1927 show. 

The long field throw had scored a goal.

It was with such an ambition 
in mind that he selected this last herd bull 
and it is quite evident that he may be grati- 
fied in his expectations in the future for 
Edward Pacificator comes from that kind 
of foundation material.

Center, lowa. She is a Blackbird heifer 
named Blackbird Belma 4th from their cow 
Blackbird of Dallas 2d and sired by Black- 
cap Bandolier 5th. The other heifer was a 
plain bred heifer named Black Beauty E. 
5th, which we raised. 

When I started fitting the heifers | 
fed shelled corn, whole oats, and a small 
amount of wheat bran also alfalfa hay, 
sometimes I would feed mixed or oat hay 
for a change. About the first of May I 
started grinding all their grain, adding bar- 
ley and oil meal to the ration. As fair time 
grew near they were kept blanketed during 
the day and allowed to exercise in a smail 
dry lot by the barn during the evening and 
night. 

When I showed these heifers at the 
Greene County fair last September the 
Blackbird heifer wearing the show halter I 
bought from you was placed first and the 
other heifer placed second in the calf club. 
Blackbird was also awarded first and Junior 
Champion in the open class, the other heifer 
placing second. The show halter not only 
improved the looks of my heifer but made 
her much easier to handle. 

I am sorry I do not have a picture of my 
heifers to send you. 

I believe the Pure Bred Beef Heifer Club 
is an excellent thing to have as it encour- 
ages and helps the boys to obtain a good 
pure bred herd of their own from which 
they can raise high quality baby beeves for 
the future. 

I am feeding two baby beeves this year 
and wish to obtain a pure bred heifer also 
for club work.

Baked ham is a traditional Easter meat 
and although one seldom sees hot ham oth- 
er than fried, upon the modern table, it is 
one of the most delicious of meats. Every 
bit of baked ham may be utilized, as it may 
be served sliced cold the second day. Later 
the meat may be removed from the bone, 
diced and served creamed on toast or run 
through the food chopper, and with added 
mayonaise used as sandwich filling, or by 
adding boiled rice, and seasoning delicious 
croquettes may be served with tomato 


sauce. 
Baked Ham. 

Soak a medium sized ham (eleven or 
twelve pound) six hours or more in cold 
water. Remove from water and scrape 
thoroughly. Put the ham into a boiler which 
contains enough boiling water to cover well, 
and to which has been added the following: 
one pint vinegar, one tablespoon mustard, 
one tablespoon thyme, one tablespoon bay 
leaves, and one tablespoon celery seed. Keep 
the ham simmering, not allowing to boil four 
to five hours, or until cooked thoroughly yet 
firm. Remove from boiler. Strip aff the 
skin carefully and quickly to prevent the 
flow of the juice. Cover the ham with a 
mixture of brown sugar and cracker crumbs 
and bake in hot oven about one-half hour. 

Horseradish Sauce. 

Whip one pint of heavy cream, add one- 
half pint horseradish, more or less depend- 
ing upon strength, and one-half teaspoon 
salt.

Vegetable-Egg Salad. 

Cut a large head of lettuce vertically in 
slices and lay one on each individual salad 
plate. On each slice of lettuce place two 
rows of alternate slices of cold beet and 
crisp cucumbers. Through the center ar- 
range hard-cooked eggs that have been slic- 
ed lengthwise in eighths. Serve with may- 
onnaise or French dressing. 

Ice Cream. 

Put one and one-half quarts of thick 
cream in the freezer with four well beaten 
eggs to which have been added one cup of 
sugar, well beaten in. Freeze until it thick- 
ens, and if desired, preserved fruit may be 
added, and turn until hard. This makes 
about three quarts.

There are many older won- 
en who are profitably employing spare time 
in learning better methods, and better liy- 
ing. Every household device is carefully ex- 
amined, tested and proven. In one labora- 
tory we found fifteen different makes of 
electric washing machines to be studied. 

People are realizing more and more the 
value and necessity of educating their chil- 
dren, and the boy or girl who receives such 
a practical education as is offered in that 
institution is fortunate indeed. It has been 
said “There is a difference between the act 
of living and the art of living” and young 
people living in the atmosphere of such in- 
spiration for better living, and under such 
wise kindly supervision can not help but 
cultivate that art, and it is effort well ex- 
pended. 

Through the courtesy of the college of- 
ficials the delegates of this convention occu- 
pied the rooms in the girls dormitories on 
the campus, and we were all surprised to 
find how beautiful, comfortable and conven- 
ient these dormitories are.

th, Thursday, 1927, is our Iowa Cat- 
Pg dese “Hey” Day at Ames. We hope 
you may spend that day with us. 

Twelve groups of experimentally fed cat- 
tle have been on feed since December 30th 
and they will have much to tell you on May 
5th. Nine of these groups are two-year- 
old steers,—one group yearling steers, one 
group steer calves and one group heifer 


calves. 


Most of the two-year-olds were good to 


choice feeder steers but we included one 
group of medium and one group of common 
feeder steers in the test this year. The med- 
ium feeders cost less than the good to choice 
steers and the commons cost less than the 
mediums. Which grade will show the most 
margin over feed cost after 120 days of 
feeding ? 

The other groups of two-year-old steers 
are demonstrating the place and value of 
such feeds as linseed oilmeal, corn silage, 
alfalfa hay, mineral mixtures—“simple” 
and “complex,” and good old black Iowa 
dirt. ’ ; 

The yearlings and steer calves will give 
us more information as to the comparative 
costs of finishing cattle of different ages 
and the heifer calves will give us a compar- 
ison of finishing cattle of different sex. The 
cattle of the different ages are receiving the 
same kinds of feeds,—namely shelled corn, 
linseed oilmeal, alfalfa hay and block salt. 

The cattle will be shown in the forenoon 
and data given as to gains, costs, valua- 
tions, ete. The arrangements for the after- 
noon program have not yet been completed 
but we will have several good speakers, 
says H. H. Kildee, John M. Evvard and C. 
C. Culbertson of the Animal Husbandry De- 
partment.

Cattlemen Urged to Make More Use of 

Public Information. 

In planning for future live stock produe- 
tion the three chief elements of success are 
personal ability, organized effort, and a 
wider use of public information. 
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advanced by Dr. John R. Mohler, 
Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry, be- 
fore the annual meeting of the Texas and 
Southwest Cattle Raisers’ Association, at El 
Paso, Texas., March 16. 

“It is common knowledge,” Doctor Mohler 
“that the great Southwest can produce 
mited quantities al — - 

ive stock when the market incentive 
: pad sete He — pointed out the ~ 
sr e of using past experience as a gen- 
por basis of planning for the future, but he 
urged stock owners In making definite plans 
to utilize more fully public information that 
can be had for the asking; food habits of 
the public, the extent of imports and ex- 
jorts, and other influences must be reckon- 
ed within the business of meat production. 

Live stock owners were urged to study 
the research and experimental work which 
the Federal and State Governments are do- 
ing and to become more familiar with laws 
and regulations for the protection of the in- 
dustry. Doctor Mohler referred to a recent 
compilation giving latest information on the 
production, consumption, and foreign trade 
in meat, and cited the interest which the 
meat trade had shown in obtaining copies 
at once for distribution among its members. 
Though the figures have been made public 
for nearly a month, the interest of live stock 
producers in them has been noticeably less 
than that of the packing industry and the 
meat trade. “Yet I can not believe,” said 
Doctor Mohler, “that the information is any 
more important to them than to the men 
whose raise the animals.”

Feeders’ Day, Columbia, Mo., 
April 29, 1927. 


The annual spring Live Stock Feeders’ 
meeting at the University of Missouri will 
be held at 10:30 A. M. Friday, April 29th, 
Live Stock Pavilion, Columbia, Missouri. 

The results of the experimental cattle and 
hog feeding of the past winter will be made 
public and the cattle and hogs will be seen 
in the feed lots. 

Dan D. Casement, Manhattan, Kansas, 
cattle feeder, ranch operator, and recent 
special investigator of forest reserve graz- 
ing in the West, will speak on “Present De- 
velopments in Beef Production.” 

The Missouri Live Stock Association will 
cooperate with the University in the day’s 
program: 

“Heifer and Steer Calves for Baby Beef,” 
“Wintering Calves for Summer Feeding,” 
“Cottonseed Meal in the Rations for Hogs,” 
are three projects to be reported. 

Forty-two White Face steer calves and 
sixteen heifers have been in the feed lots 
since November 27th on the following ra- 
tions: 

Lot 1. Steer calves full fed shelled 
corn, cottonseed meal, corn silage, alfalfa 
hay. Lots 2 and 3. Steer calves fed half 
as much grain as Lot 1, and all the silage 
and hay they would eat. Lots 4 and 5. Steer 
calves fed all the corn silage and hay they 
would eat. Lot 6. Heifers, full fed, same 
as Lot 1. Lot 7. Heifers fed half a grain 
ration, same as Lots 2 and 3. 

The calves which have been full fed will 
be sold this spring, the others will be fed 
through the summer. 

A summary of a similar trial conducted 
last year will be made on the day of the 
meeting. 

Nine lots of hogs have been fed during 
the winter. The problem considered has 
been that of supplementing corn with var- 
lous protein supplements including different 
combinations of tankage, alfalfa meal, cot- 
tonseed meal, linseed oil meal in dry lot and 
on bluegrass pasture.
